REMARKS 



Claims 1-17, and 1 9 - 2 1 are pending in the present application. 

1. The Examiner has rejected claims 1-17 and 19-21 under the judicially created doctrine 
of double patenting over claims 1-28 and claims 1- 1 14 of U.S. Patent No. 6,536,291 and 
6,691,584 in view of Fu et al. (6,289,746). 

While U.S. Patent Nos. 6,536,291 and 6,691,584 do claim and show an apparatus for 
measuring a velocity of a fluid flowing in a pipe, these patents however do not suggest or teach 
using such an apparatus to provide an industrial process control system or method to control the 
velocity of a fluid flowing within a pipe, as claimed by Applicants in independent claims 1 and 
12. Applicants therefore submit that it would not have been obvious to combine the apparatus 
shown in U.S. Patent Nos. 6,536,291 and 6,691,584 with the mass flow controller shown in Fu et 
al. 

Applicants respectfully traverse Examiner's rejection for at least the reasons provided 
above. Therefore, Applicants respectfully submit that claims 1 and 12 are not rendered obvious and 
it is respectfully requested that these claims be reconsidered and allowed. 

2. Claims 1-17 and 19-21 variously depend on independent claims 1 and 12, and therefore are 
not rendered obvious over claims 1-28 and claims 1- 1 14 of U.S. Patent No. 6,536,291 and 
6,691,584 in view of Fu et al. (6,289,746), and it is respectfiiUy requested that these claims be 
reconsidered and allowed for at least the reasons provided hereinbefore. 

3. In view of the foregoing, it is respectfully requested that claims 1-17 and 19 - 21, be 
reconsidered and allowed based on at least the reasons provided hereinbefore. 

4. In view of the foregoing, it is respectfiiUy requested that the application be reconsidered and 
allowed. If the Examiner is not prepared to allow all the claims in view of the discussion herein.
